A Paradox of Golf, 


(BY THE AUTHOR OF “THE 
BOOK OF THE BALL”) |{ 


Tho famous professional golfer, 
A- Herd, has recently brought 
the “record "(which he holds) of 
holes doze in one stroke to six.
